GENERAL REMARKS 

There was a decrease in the volume of business as reflected by 
the number of cars handled in 1945 as compared with the previous 
year. The total number of cars handled in 1945 was 2,133,462, a 
decrease of 146,761 cars or 6.4% as compared with 1944; a decrease 
of 149,505 cars or 6.6% as compared with 1943 and a decrease of 
73,497 cars or 3.3% compared with 1942. 


Rates: 

Increase in freight rates granted by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in Ex Parte 148 effective March 18, 1942, which increase 
was extended by road haul carriers to absorbed switching charges on 
all traffic other than perishable and live stock is under suspension 
until six months after the legal termination of the war. 


Wages: 

There were no changes in basic wage rates during the year. 
However, notices were served during the year by both the operating 
and non-operating employees for increase in wage rates and changes 
in rules and working conditions; these requests, which are being 
handled on a concerted basis for all railroads, were in negotiation 
with the Labor Organizations at the close of the year. 


Operating Revenues: 

The total operating revenues as shown on page 10 were 
$7,415,248.86, a decrease of $264,861.67 or 3.45% as compared with 
the previous year. 


Joint Facility Rent Income: 

The credits to “Joint Facility Rent Income” were $683,937.17; 
an increase of $367,080.99, or 115.9% compared with the previous 
year, due primarily to the decrease in The Belt Railway Company 
of Chicago's gain in its Separate Operations compared with the 
previous year in the amount of $295,419.62 which was returned to 
the Owner Lines as a reduction of their proportion of “Working 
Expenses”; also an increase in Owner Lines' proportion of rentals, 
taxes, etc., credited to this account during the year 1945. 


Hire of Freight Cars—Debit Balance: 

Total payments for hire of freight cars in 1945 amounted to 
$462,855.28, an increase of $107,836.64, or 30.4% compared with 
the previous year, due primarily to a 15% increase in the per diem 
rate which became effective February 1, 1945.

Operating Expenses: 

The total gross operating expense was $6,243,489.55, a decrease 
of $115,805.83 or 1.82% as compared with the previous year as 
shown on page 19. Operating expenses in 1945 include a total of 
$267,369.58 representing depreciation of road property and equip¬ 
ment which compares with a total of $247,983.01 for the year 1944. 
Operating expenses for 1945 also include considerable overtime 
payments to all classes of employees because of the difficult man¬ 
power situation which has existed during the past four years. 

Gross Maintenance of Way and Structures expense increased 
$34,499.56 or 3.9%; that portion of Maintenance of Way and 
Structures expense chargeable to Belt Railway Separate Operation 
increased $3,770.25 or .57% as compared with the previous year. 
Included in the Maintenance of Way and Structures expense for 1945 is 
an amount of $109,077.77 representing depreciation of road property 
which compares with a total of $95,626.76 for 1944, the increase being 
due to requirements of Interstate Commerce Commission order 
effective January 1, 1945, providing for depreciation on charges to 
accounts covering “engineering,” “grading” and “public improve¬ 
ments.” The increase in “Signals and interlockers” is principally 
due to extensive repairs and renewal of car retarder equipment in the 
Clearing yard. Because of more severe weather in 1945 charges for 
handling snow and ice are approximately $6,500 higher than the 
previous year. There was an increase in renewals of 268 gross tons 
of new and 293 gross tons of second-hand rail and a decrease of 2,841 
cross ties as compared with the previous year. 


Gross Maintenance of Equipment expense decreased $36,960.59 
or 4.56%; that portion of Maintenance of Equipment expense 
chargeable to Belt Railway Separate Operation decreased $35,579.86 
or 5.13% as compared with the previous year, principally due to 
decrease in locomotive repairs and charges to the account “Injuries 
to persons.” Included in Maintenance of Equipment expense in 
1945 is a charge of $39,684.60 covering amortization for the third 
year of a five year period of the cost of three Diesel locomotives pur¬ 
chased in 1942 by the Western Indiana for use of the Belt Railway; 
also depreciation of shop and power plant machinery amounting to 
$9,624.00 as required by order of the Interstate Commerce Com¬ 
mission. 

Gross Transportation expense decreased $97,316.14 or 2.22%; 
the Transportation expense chargeable to Belt Railway Separate 
Operation decreased $88,309.89 or 2.48%. This decrease is prin¬ 
cipally in train and engine crew expense and cost of fuel due to 
decrease in volume of business handled, payments in 1944 as a result 
of National Railroad Adjustment Board awards and decrease in 
charges to “Injuries to persons.” The increase in “Station employees” 
is primarily due to an increase of 11.3% in the volume of L. C. L. 
business. The increase in “Enginehouse expenses yard” and

\ ard supplies and expenses” is primarily due to heavy overtime 
payments because of the difficult labor situation. 

Gross General expense decreased $15,079.14 or 6.11%; that 
portion of General expense chargeable to Belt Railway Separate 
Operation decreased $12,744.42 or 6.75%. This decrease is prin¬ 
cipally in General Office clerical expense due to less overtime required 
to maintain the work in the Accounting and Valuation Departments 
and reduction in “Law expenses” due to charges in 1944 incident to 
litigation of prior years’ taxes. 


Taxes: 

. The increase of $182,979.81 in “Railway tax accruals” is due 
principally to a large credit in 1944 as a result of over accrual of 
general property taxes for the year 1943. 


Dividend : 

Dividend of $187,200 or 6% on the capital stock of the Company 
was declared, payable March 1, 1946. 


M iscellaneous: 

During the year 99,478 cars of perishable freight, the highest of 
record, were handled, an increase of 5,254 cars or 5.6% as compared 
with 1944. 

A total of 12,293 cars of live stock were handled during the year, 
an increase of 6,446 cars or 110% compared with 1944. 

A total of 192,463 tons of L. C. L. freight was handled at the 
Clearing and Cragin stations, an increase of 19,540 tons or 11.3% as 
compared with the previous year. 

The Rail to Water Transfer Company facility for the transfer of 
coal and other commodities from car to vessel, which was completed 
in the latter part of 1942, with improvements added prior to the 
opening of navigation in 1944, located on dock property leased from 
The Belt Railway Company of Chicago, handled 754,199 tons of 
lake cargo coal, representing 13,471 cars, a decrease of 845,801 tons 
or approximately 15,793 cars as compared with the 1944 operation. 

On July 30, 1945, the Trustees of the Wisconsin Central Railway 
Company acquired from Minneapolis, St. Paul or Sault Ste. Marie 
Railroad Company 2400 shares of the capital stock of The Belt 
Railway Company of Chicago previously held by the Soo Line.

Additions and Betterments: 


Property Leased: 

The Investment Account of property leased to this company was 
increased by $41,943.46, of which $47,084.29 was charged to Road 
Account, and $5,140.83 was credited to Equipment Account, as 
shown in detail on page 14. 


Road Leased: 

The increase applicable to Road is $47,084.29, consisting of a 
credit of $24,378.46, covering sale of parcel of land near 69th Street 
and Keeler Avenue, and expenditures of $83,531.09 and retirements 
in the amount of $12,068.34, resulting in a net expenditure of 
$71,462.75. 

The net expenditure of $71,462.75 for work performed was made 
up of betterments to rail and other track material amounting to 
$16,723.25 outside of Clearing Yard, and $6,840.56 in Clearing Yard; 
lengthening of 10 stalls and changes to engine pits in Clearing round¬ 
house, resulting in a net debit of $19,345.42; construction of one 
(1) track to serve industry near 67th Street and South Laramie 
Avenue, $1,382.15; improvements to the Clearing stock yard facilities, 
$8,242.33; purchase of machines and tools for use of the Maintenance 
of Way department, resulting in a net debit of $3,816.82; construction 
of water station at Cragin, $3,711.51; construction of fuel storage and 
sanding facilities for Diesel locomotives at West 22nd Street Yard, 
$4,602.94; improvements to yard office used by Pere.Marquette 
Railway at Rockwell Street \ ard, $3,682.35; and miscellaneous 
improvements including retirements amounting to a debit of 
$2,550.86, outside of Clearing Yard, and a debit of $564.56 in 
Clearing Yard. 


Equipment Leased: 

One (1) caboose and one (1) locomotive crane were retired, 
resulting in a credit of $5,635.52. These retirements together with 
miscellaneous additions to one (1) locomotive crane, amounting to 
$494.69, resulted in a net credit to additions and betterments of 
$5,140.83.
